Sale of Firecrackers and Toy Revolvers

Sec, 247X No person shall use, sell, offer
for sale or keep for sale within this any toy
revolvery shooting Dlang cariridge, Bilank
cartridges for toy revolvers, toy, or fire
crackers more than nyeinches jn lehgth and
more than three fourths of an inch in
lametey provided ecaps containing dvni
mite may be used, Kept for siale or sold when
pnecded tor mining purpoases. ar lor danger
sienals, or (or Decessiry use,”

Any person vielationg the provisions of
this act shall be fined not excecding #1000 or
e lmprisoned o the county Jallnot exceed
b 0 iy s,
